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REACH  OUT  AND  TOUCH 

Communication  is  very  significant  in  our  life  today.  We  chose  the 
theme  “Reach  out  and  touch  ....  ”  because  of  this.  Look  around  you, 
communication  is  taking  place.  Although  you  might  not  think  about  it, 
the  way  we  act,  the  signals  we  use  (in  sports),  our  faculty  memos,  and, 
yes,  even  the  way  we  dress,  are  all  signs  of  constant  communication. 

The  telephone  is  the  example  we’ve  chosen  to  illustrate  this  theme.

When  he  was 
called  back  to  Weaver  in  1968  to  provide  a  settling 
influence  during  those  troubled  times,  he  gave  up  his 
dream  of  coaching  and  became  an  administrator.  He 
has  been  instrumental  in  furthering  the  education  of 
many  Weaver  students  by  raising  scholarship  money 
with  the  Doc  Hurley  Classic  and  by  his  contacts  with 
southern  schools.  His  community  involvement  is  well 
known.  For  this  and  more,  we,  the  class  of  1984, 
proudly  say,  “Thank  you,  Doc.” 


On  his  own,  Joe  Cirone  decided  to  contact  local 
business  establishments  with  the  hope  of 
increasing  their  advertising  support  of  the  Weaver 
yearbook.
